OPTIMISM OF LONDON 
~. MERCHANTS 


EXPORTS HEAVY: 


PRICES ARE LIABLE TO 
FLUCTUATE

In their London rubber market re- 
view of September 19, Messrs. Charles 
Hope and Son state:— 

The price of rubber enrly' in July 
waa fully a penny higher than it {s 
to-day. . The optimistic tone then 
evinced appeared to be justified. 

On account of the shipment of ac- 
cumulated stocks, exports from 
Malaya Were heavy during the 
six months that followed the aboll- 
tion of restriction, These shipments, 
however, steadily declined until in 
May, the seventh month, they {cll to 
just .under 44,000 tons, and in June 
were only 40,400 tons. There was, 
therefore, every reason’ to gxpect that 
normal monthly shipments for some 
time would not: exceed, say, 43,000 
tons, and might well be less, 

In o review dated July 16, we ox- 
pressed the oninion that during ‘the 
second half of this yew world ship- 
Ments would probably average about 
64,000 tons per month.. This estim- 
ate may eventually prove to be about 
right, but In the meantime the July 
shipments exceeded the suggested 
figure by over 7,000 tons. The heavy 
shipments cannot be accounted for 
by a decrease in the visible Eastern 
stocks, : 

MALAYAN SHIPMENTS 

In view«of the above facts it is 
not surprising that the rubber trade 
in general, and producers in partl- 
cular, have lost part of the optimism 
that ‘had been engendered by the 
very satisfactory consumption dur- 
ing the first six months of this year 
and by the steady decline in ship. 
ments up to and including those for 
June. 

No explanation has been forthcom- 
ing of this sudden increase in 
Malayan shipments and consequently 
we suspect that they, in part, may 
renresent stocks accumulated on 

native estates and by  up-country 
Chinese ‘dealers. It may be that the 
rubber had been speculatively retain- 
ed.in anticipation. of higher priced 
stocks ac- 
cumulated by others was sold. Some 
colour is given to this-explanation 
| by the rise in‘ price last’ July which 
may have encouraged tired bulls to 
liquidate their holdings. 

Inv apite of these unexpectedly 
heavy shipments we still believe that 
known facts fully justify the opinion 
that the statistical position as far as 
ean be seen {a perfectly sound, and 
that there is good reason for antl- 
cipating higher prices, 

- FUTURE : PROSPECTS 

Although it should . be possible to 
estimate future supplies with a foir 
degree Of accuracy, the making of 
these estimates is by no meang an 
exact science, To foretell consump- 
tion is very Jargely guess work. We 
can do no more than give the prob- 
abilitics of ono and the possibilities 
of the other, 

Whatever view may be taken of 
the statistical position it should he 
allowed that the prico will not re 
main indefinitely at the 10d. level, 
and wa. think that some idea of 
future prospects may be obtained by 
a consideration of the following facta 
and assumptions. - 

As facts wo know that:— - 

1. World consumption .in 
amounted to about 681,000 tons, 

2. World consumption during tho 
first six months of 1929 amounted to 
about 485,000 tons, ' > 

8. World shipments during the’ 
first six months of 1929 amounted to 
about 426,000 tons. -

Tt has been shown that in five 
years an’. increase of over 100 per 
cent, in the planted area led to a 
yearly increase in production of 21 
por cent.; therefore an incrosse in 
the planted ares in five years of 10 
Per cent, should lead to a yearly in- 
crease in production ‘of ‘about 2 per 
cent. wt : 

We have. assumed that during 1929 
world shipments will total less than 
850,000 tons, and that not leas than 
$0,000 tons of these shipments were 
of & non-recurring nature; therefore 
normal production during 1929 should 
amount to less than 820,000 tons. 
Therefore, even if the output were 
to Increase by 5 per cent. produc- 
tion during 1930 would be less than: 
861,000 .tons. 

We have shown that consumption 
has increased by about 20 per cent. 
from 1928 to 1929; it is therefore 
quite possible, in view of the in- 
creasing world demand for cars, that 
consumption during 1980 may'show a 
similar increase. “There is, in fact, 
more justification now for expecting 
on increase in 1930 than there was 
this tlme last year to expect the in- | 
crease that has taken placo this year, 
Shoult this further increase amount 
to 16 per cent. instead of 20 per 
cents, consumption in 1930 would 
amount to over 940,000 tons. We 
have shown, however, that produc- 
tion in 1930- should be less than 
861,000 tons, in which case the re~ 
duction In world stocks during 1930 
would amount to at least 79,000 
tons, 

We have assumed that consump- 
tion in: 1929 will amount to not less 
than 820,000 tons, and that shipments 
will not exceed 850,000 tons; it fol- 
lows, therefore, that during the 
secomt half of 1920 world stocks 
probbaly will be increased by less 
than 30,000 tons, At the end of Iast 
June world visible stocks, excluding 
stocks on estates, amounted to about 
158,000 tons; therefore at the end of 
this year they shold amount ‘to less 
than ' 188,000 tons; but it has been 
shown that in 1930 stocks may be 
reduced to the extent of 79,000 tons 
which would leave at the end of that 
year a stock of 109,000 tons or less. 

It must bo borne in mind ‘that even 
when an acute shortage « forced the 
price up to over 4s, Gd. in 1925 the 
‘total stocks in the U.S.A., the U.K. 
and Eastern ports were never caduc- 
ed below 56,000 tons. ; 

bigger output could only be 
brought about by a higher price. 
As we have assumed that a fall in 
price of 2d. would retard production, 
and so lead to a further decrease in 
the avallable, stocks, any further de- 
cline in price’ fs unlikely to be of 
long duration and the expectation of 
a rise [In price appears fully justified. 

8TOCKS AND PRICES 

We have not put forward the 
above proposition with a view to 
showing what .consumption and ‘pro- 
duction will be next year, but to 
show what they might be granted 
certain conditions. ° : 

‘The proposition is founded on 
“theory ‘and ‘open to criticism, but we 
believe the assumptions are reason- 
able and consarvative. It is obvious 
that any major alteration in tho 
statistical position, such as a decline 
in; consumption, would  éntirely 
nullify the arguments. It fa for tho 
reader to decide what likelihood there 
is of the theories becoming realitics, 
or to what extent they may be fal- 
sifted, or, if they are only wrong in 
part, to what extent the result arriv- 
ed at will be affected. | 

After six years of rastriction it. is 
pm little difficult to judge how the 
size of visible stocks will affect price 
movements, as during the time of 
restriction manufacturers knew that 
in certain circumstances supplies | 
could -be increased. It is, . therefore, 
advisnble to compare tho ratlo of 
stocks to . consumption in the pre- 
restriction period. It may be signi- 
fleant that at the end of 1921, bo- 
“fore there was talk of Government 
Intervention, stocks in the ' United 
Kingdom’ amounted to 79,661 tons, 
which at that time was equivalent to 
over twelve months of the’ European 
consumption, and. yet the lowest 
price during December 1921 was 
10%d,, and the highest 11%d. To- 
day we have o stock in the United 
Kingdom which, represents only about 
two and half months of the Euro- 
pean consumption and the price -is 
only 10%d, per Jb. 

It is also worthy of note that at 
the end of last April stocks in the 
United’ Kingdom and ‘the, U.S.A., 
amounted ‘to 148,600 tons, and that 
at ‘the end ‘of August they .had been

hardest job 13 curbing the tem- 
peraments of the artists in his 
troupe, © ‘ 

Arranging for engagements and 


| transportation facilities, - together 


with hotel and baggage accomnio- 
dation, are but small jobs as com- 
pared with the many: things a 
manager has to contend with in 
handling the versatile artists, auch 
as his company is composed of. 

Variety -artists have many 
things which they can do. They 
do not limit thelr abilities to just 
singing or dancing or comedy, but 
all think they have the ability to 
do a little bit of everything, which 
is clearly demonstrated in-the vory 
excellent performance given by 
this company, during their engage- 
ment here. 

First of all the manager Js ‘in 
wrong’ when he calls a rehearsal 
for eleven o'clock in the morning, 
which time is. considered the 
middle of the night by most art- 
ists. But eleven o'clock is the 
bright hour of showdom. The 
brain is usually rested and clear 
at that time of day, and, in 
America, eleven o'clock ‘at night 
is usually the finish of the artists’ 
work, which allows complete re- 
laxation, 


That Morning Feeling 


But the artist does not believe 
that eleven"o’clock in the morning 
is as bright as eleven o'clock at 
night, probably because he is 
more used to spot and flood lights 
than Old Sol himself. © a 

Then ‘again, if there is a piece 
of acenery that isn’t placed just

PACIFIC CONFERENCE 


LEGAL BASIS OF SHANGHAI

ment of the Settlement ipso facto 
would end. 

Two proposals were discussed, 
firstly, there should be a gradual 
increase in Chinese participation 
in municipal control, cumulative 
until there would be full Chinese 
control, 

The Chinese delegates said this 
would ‘not be acceptable to them 
becuuse, in the interim, foreign 
sovereignty wauld remain. 

Secondly, the proposal was that 
negotiations might be begun soon 
tor the establishment of a new 
leynl basis for the city, reflecting 
Chinese sovereignty. The idea 
was that the basis would be a 
charter freely granted . by the 
Chinese Government, somewhat on 
the lines of the Hanseatic cities 
In olden times, The change would 
not necessarily involve the taking 
of the administration from for- 
eign hands immediately. a 

It was suggested that the exe 
tent of foreign participation in 
the government of the city might 
be defined in a charter given by 
China. 

Leading Questions. 

Chinese finances formed ithe 
subject of another round-table.
